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Remarks 

Reconsideration of this Application is respectfully requested. Upon entry of the 
foregoing Amendment to the Claims, claims 1-7, 9-22, 24-27, 29-30 and 32-35 are 
pending in the application, of which claims 1, 13, 24, and 25 are independent. Claims 23 
and 3 1 are sought to be cancelled. No new matter is embraced by this amendment and its 
entry is respectfully requested. Based on the above Amendment and the remarks set forth 
below, it is respectfully requested that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw all 
outstanding rejections. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 101 

The Examiner, on page 2 of the Final Office Action, has rejected claim 23 under 
35 U.S.C. § 101 because the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 
Applicants have cancelled claim 23, thereby rendering this rejection moot. Applicants 
believe that the application is now in condition for allowance.
